WikiLeaks arrest looms as site fights 
to stay online 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
WikiLeaks faced growing 
pressure yesterday as its 
founder Julian Assange dealt 
with a new arrest warrant and 
death threats, while the web¬ 
site hopped around the globe 
trying to evade efforts to shut 
it down. 

As the fallout grew from its 
release of secret US diplomatic 
cables, the whistleblower site 
found new domain names in a 
string of European countries 
after its original wikileaks.org 
address was shut down by an 
American provider. 

The elusive Assange, who 
is believed to be in hiding in 
Britain, faced fresh trouble as 
Swedish prosecutors sent out a 
new international arrest war¬ 
rant for the 39-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian over sex assault 
allegations. 

He briefly broke cover 
ywesterday in an online forum 


with readers on The Guardian 
newspaper to say that if any¬ 
thing happened to him or 
WikiLeaks then 100,000 en¬ 
crypted copies of the cables 
would automatically be re¬ 
leased. 

"The threats against our 
lives are a matter of public 
record. However, we are tak¬ 
ing the appropriate precautions 
to the degree that we are able 
when dealing with a super¬ 
power," Assange wrote. 

The Guardian is one of se¬ 
veral newspapers publishing 
extracts from the leaked US 
memos that WikiLeaks started 
releasing on Sunday, infuriat¬ 
ing Washington and plunging 
its relations with many coun¬ 
tries into turmoil. 

A Canadian pundit called 
earlier this week for Assange 
to be assassinated, while for¬ 
mer US Republican presiden¬ 
tial hopeful Mike Huckabee 


said those responsible for the 
leaks should face execution. 

In Stockholm prosecutors 
said they had sent a new war¬ 
rant for Assange that included 
missing elements in the origi¬ 
nal warrant requested by the 
British police. Interpol has also 
issued an appeal for his arrest. 

"They were asking for addi¬ 
tional information concerning 
the maximum penalty for all 
the crimes and infractions on 
the file. We usually only in¬ 
clude the most severe offence," 
which was rape in this case, 
Swedish prosecution office 
spokeswoman Karin Rosander 
told AFP. 

Assange’s lawyer in Lon¬ 
don, Mark Stephens, said that 
neither Scotland Yard nor he 
had received the warrant, 
adding that given the timescale 
of the previous warrant he ex¬ 
pected it could be up to 10 
days before it is served. 

British police sources indi¬ 
cated, however, that it could be 
within "a couple of days." 

At least 60 dead 
in Europe 

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
A cold snap across Europe 
has claimed at least 60 lives, 
authorities said yesterday, as 
snow disrupted transport in 
Britain and serious flooding 
forced thousands of people to 
be evacuated in the Balkans. 

Seventeen people died 
from the cold in Central Eu¬ 
rope in the past 24 hours, 
bringing the total this week to 
45. A further 11 died in Rus¬ 
sia, plus three in France and 
one in Germany, according to 
local authorities. 

At least 30 people, mainly 
homeless men, have died in 
Poland in the past week, and 
temperatures dropped to 
minus 15 degrees Celsius 
(five degrees Fahrenheit) 
overnight.

The Government must sub¬ 
mit their proposed laws to the 
Consultative Counsel for 
their review and opinion, 
after which it is presented to 
Parliament for their review, 
adjustment and final ap¬ 
proval. 

Juan David Yrausquin, on 
the other hand, indicated that, 
based on the information cir¬ 
culating in the local news 
media, it is obvious that the 
proposed law does not reflect 
any financial advantage or 
new benefits for our Minis¬ 
ters or Parliamentarians. The 
current situation allows for a 
Parliamentarian to begin col¬ 
lecting pension at the age of 
50 years; while in the pro¬ 
posed pension law he will 
have to wait 10 years to col¬ 
lect pension....at age 60. 
Ministers in the current pen¬ 
sion law can collect pension 
at age 45, whereas in the new 
law they would have to wait 
15 years, at 60, to begin col¬ 
lecting pension. In addition, 
there will no longer be the sit¬ 
uation of accumulating pen¬ 
sion as is the case with the 
current pension law for politi¬ 
cians. 

Although, it is obvious 
from the detailed information 
already circulated that there 
is no personal or additional 
benefit for politicians implied 
or implicit in the new pro¬ 
posed law, the AVP Parlia¬ 
mentarian believes that it is 
prudent to employ the serv¬ 
ices of an Actuary to avoid 
any further misunderstanding 
and/or ill- fa- vored discus¬ 
sion concerning this pro¬ 
posed pension law. 
Furthermore, he is proposing 
that Mr. Fowler, the brain¬ 
child behind the original 
study to change the current 
pension law, be invited to 


present his opinion on the 
current law proposal. Mr. 
Fowler served as the Presi¬ 
dent of the commission 
charged with presenting a 
proposal for the revision of 
the current pension law. 

Yrausquin asserted that 
once these proposals have 
been enacted, that there 
should no longer be any dis¬ 
pute by the MEP party in par¬ 
liament, specifically, 

parliamentarian, Mrs. Evelyn 
Wever-Croes; and that all 21 
members of parliament can 
move to vote for the approval 
of this new pension law.

Nissan to launch electric 
Leaf on Dec. 20 



TOKYO (AFP) - Nissan on 
Friday said it will launch the 
Leaf in Japan on December 
20 and days later in the 
United States as it bets on 
drivers' readiness to embrace 
the first globally mass-pro¬ 
duced electric car. 

"We believe this is a true 
breakthrough and it will 
serve as a key for mobility of 
the future," Nissan chief op¬ 
erating officer Toshiyuki 
Shiga told reporters in Tokyo. 
"We believe this is the dawn 
of a new era." 

The Leaf — short for Lead¬ 
ing Environmentally-friendly 
Affordable Family car — has 
enjoyed a crescendo of industry 
buzz and last month became 
the first electric vehicle to win 
European Car of the Year. 

The fulcrum of Nissan's 
green ambitions, the mid¬ 
sized five-seat hatchback is 
already a sell-out in the 
United States on pre-orders. 
It will be launched in select 
European markets in early 
2011. 

Nissan said prices would 
start at 3.76 million yen 
(45,000 dollars), but the ac¬ 
tual price customers would 
pay would start at 2.98 mil¬ 
lion yen as the environmen¬ 
tally friendly car will be 
eligible for subsidies. 

The automaker has gam¬ 
bled that its electric car will 
take off globally and over¬ 
come consumer concerns 
such as "range-anxiety", or 
the fear that their cars will 
run out of juice between 
charging points. 

It said that on a full charge 
the car can reach a maximum 
speed of 145 kilometres (90 
miles) per hour and its top 
driving range is 200 kilome¬ 
tres on a single eight-hour 
charge from a household 
charger, more than enough 
for everyday use of most mo¬ 
torists. 

For those in a hurry, it can 
be rapid-charged to 80 per¬ 
cent of capacity in 30 min¬ 
utes at special charging 
stations. 

Nissan's 2,200 dealerships 
in Japan will have normal 
chargers, while 200 selected 
dealerships will have rapid- 
chargers, putting at least one 


fast charger in a 40-kilometre 
radius across Japan.

US space agency finds new form of life... on 
Earth 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Bacteria that thrive on ar¬ 
senic have been scooped 
from a California lake, a dis¬ 
covery that redefines the 
building blocks of life and of¬ 
fers new hope in the search 
for other organisms on Earth 
and beyond. 

Not only do the bacteria 
survive, they grow by swap¬ 
ping phosphorus for arsenic 
in their DNA and cell mem¬ 
branes, said the study funded 
by the US space agency 
NASA and published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science. 

The findings add a new di¬ 
mension to what biologists 
consider the necessary ele¬ 
ments for life, currently 
viewed as six elements: car¬ 
bon, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
oxygen, phosphorus and sul¬ 
fur. 

"What we've found is a 
microbe doing something 
new — building parts of itself 
out of arsenic," said scientist 
Felisa Wolfe-Simon, a fellow 
in NASA's astrobiology pro¬ 
gram who made the ground¬ 
breaking discovery at Mono 
Lake in eastern California. 

"There's an organism on 
Earth doing something differ¬ 
ent," said Wolfe-Simon. 
"We've cracked open the door 
to what's possible for life 
elsewhere in the universe. 
And that's profound." 

Ariel Anbar, a co-author 
of the study, explained how 
Wolfe-Simon was able to get 
the bacteria known as strain 
GFAJ-1 of the Halomon- 
adaceae family of Gamopro- 
teobacteria to grow under 
extreme toxic conditions in 
the lab. 

"She takes this sediment, 
puts it in a bottle essentially 
where there is lots of arsenic 
and very little phosphorus, 
and she does it over and over 
so only organisms that are 
going to be happy in that en¬ 
vironment survive" said

Anbar. 

"The organism came from 
nature," said Anbar, a scien¬ 
tist at Arizona State Univer¬ 
sity's School of Earth and 
Space Exploration. "It is a 
known bacteria. It is not a 
brand new bug but nobody 
realized it could do this," he 
said. 

Scientists have known for 
some time that some mi¬ 
crobes can use arsenic for en¬ 
ergy, much like humans do 
with oxygen or food. 

"The way I like to put it is 
they smoke it but they don't 
inhale it," said Paul Davies, a 
co-author of the paper and 
British-born cosmologist at 
Arizona State University. 

"So the big question we all 
wanted to know was where 
has the arsenic gone? Is the 
arsenic really in their in¬ 
nards? 

"Eventually, bit by bit, the 
evidence accumulated that 
indeed the arsenic was in the 
DNA, the proteins, the lipid 
membranes and the metabo¬ 
lites, so it was everywhere 
where it is important." 

A few years ago, Wolfe- 
Simon, Anbar and Davies 
began discussing the idea that 
different life forms could 
exist on Earth but by biolog¬ 
ical rules unlike ours, a no¬ 


tion known informally by sci¬ 
entists as "weird life." 

The trio published in 2009 
their hypothesis that arsenic, 
which is directly below phos¬ 
phorus on the periodic table, 
could substitute for phospho¬ 
rus in Earth life forms. 

"We conjectured that 
maybe life started via the ar¬ 
senic route and phosphorus 
was the later adaptation," 
said Davies, noting that they 
still are not sure which came 
first, or if this bacteria could 
be "like a living fossil, a 
hangover from an earlier ar¬ 
senic epoch." 

But the discovery has 
made him think about all the 
forms of life out there that 
scientists may have missed. 

"This is going to open up 
a whole new line of inquiry. 
First of all this can't be the 
only arsenic organism on the 
planet, there is going to a be 
lot more, so this is a whole 
new domain of microbiology 
that it represents," said 
Davies. 

"Who knows what else is 
out there if we take a harder 
look?" 

The findings, leaked early 
in a vague but intriguing an¬ 
nouncement by NASA that 
mentioned "extraterrestrial 
life," lit up the blogosphere 


and stunned many scientists. 

Arizona State University 
professor James Elser said he 
has spent years telling stu¬ 
dents that phosphorus was a 
necessary part of DNA. 

"The idea that I am sitting 
here today discussing the 
idea that this is not true is 
shocking," said Elser, a pan¬ 
elist at a NASA press confer¬ 
ence on the discovery. 

Caleb Scharf, a Columbia 
University astrobiologist, 
told The New York Times he 
was amazed. 

"It's like if you or I mor¬ 
phed into fully functioning 
cyborgs after being thrown 
into a room of electronic 
scrap with nothing to eat," he 
said. 

NASA has conducted nu¬ 
merous probes at eastern Cal¬ 
ifornia's Mono Lake, an 
unusually salty body of water 
with high arsenic and mineral 
levels, as it is likely to reflect 
conditions under which early 
life evolved on Earth, or per¬ 
haps Mars.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers on Thursday 
passed a 4.5-billion-dollar 
bill that will give more US 
kids school meals and let the 
government set child nutri¬ 
tion guidelines. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives passed the bill by 264 
votes to 157. It will now go 
to President Barack Obama 
to be signed into law. 

First Lady Michelle 
Obama, who this year 
launched a campaign against 
child obesity, called the bill a 
’’groundbreaking piece of bi- 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The 
European Union on Friday 
banned suspected killer drug 
mephedrone, a popular ec- 
stasy-like party drug some¬ 
times known as ’’meow 
meow” that is sold on the In¬ 
ternet and available in 12 EU 
nations. 

Mephedrone, already ille¬ 
gal in 15 EU nations, has 
been linked to 37 deaths in 
Britain and Ireland alone and 
appears to be the sole cause 
of two deaths in the EU. 

”It is good to see that EU 
governments are prepared to 
take swift action to ban this 
dangerous drug,” said EU 
Justice Commissioner Vi- 
viane Reding after the 27-na- 
tion bloc agreed the ban. 

’’This drug is sold over the 
Internet, often behind inno¬ 
cent names like plant food or 
bath salts. Young people 
should not be fooled. These 
drugs are harmful.” 

The decision bans the 
manufacturing and the mar- 


partisan legislation that will 
significantly improve the 
quality of meals that children 
receive at school and play an 
integral role in our efforts to 
combat childhood obesity.” 

The bill pledges 4.5 bil¬ 
lion dollars over 10 years to 
child nutrition programs, in¬ 
creases the reimbursement 
paid to schools by the federal 
government for free meals 
provided to children, and ex¬ 
pands access to school 
lunches and after-school 
meals.

mitting it to criminal sanc¬ 
tions all over Europe. 

Sold in powder form, cap¬ 
sules or tablets by street deal¬ 
ers, or over the web posing as 
salts or plant fertiliser, its ef¬ 
fects are comparable to ec¬ 
stasy or cocaine — but at only 
10 to 15 euros a gram. 

Also known as ’’bubble” 
or ’’neodove,” it has been 
banned in Austria, Belgium, 
Britain, Denmark, Estonia, 
France, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Latvia, Luxembourg, 
Malta, Poland, Romania and 
Sweden. 

A scientific risk assess¬ 
ment carried out by the Lis¬ 
bon-based European 

Monitoring Centre on Drugs 
and Drug Addiction (EM- 
CDDA) showed that 
mephedrone can cause acute 
health problems and lead to 
dependency. 

It has no established med¬ 
ical value or other known le¬ 
gitimate purpose. 


Infidelity 
Might Be in 
the Genes 

Genetics might help ex¬ 
plain why some people are 
more prone to infidelity and 
promiscuity, says a new 
study. 

Researchers analyzed 
the DNA of 181 young 
adults who provided a com¬ 
plete history of their sexual 
activity and intimate part¬ 
nerships. They concluded 
that the dopamine receptor 
D4 (DRD4) gene plays a 
major role in sexual behav¬ 
ior. 

Previous research has 
linked the DRD4 gene, 
which influences brain 
chemistry, to sensation¬ 
seeking activities such as 
gambling and alcohol use. 

’’What we found was 
that individuals with a cer¬ 
tain variant of the DRD4 
gene were more likely to 
have a history of uncom¬ 
mitted sex, including one- 
night stands and acts of 
infidelity,” study leader 
Justin Garcia, of the labora¬ 
tory of evolutionary anthro¬ 
pology and health at 
Binghamton University, 
State University of New 
York, said in a university 
news release. 

’’The motivation seems 
to stem from a system of 
pleasure and reward, which 
is where the release of 
dopamine comes in. In 
cases of uncommitted sex, 
the risks are high, the re¬ 
wards substantial and the 
motivation variable — all 
elements that ensure a 
dopamine ’rush,”’ Garcia 
explained. 

The findings, published 
in the current issue of the 
online journal PLoS One, 
shouldn’t be viewed as an 
excuse for cheating or 
promiscuity, Garcia 

stressed. 

’’These [gene-behavior] 
relationships are associa¬ 
tive, which means that not 
everyone with the genotype 
will have one-night stands 
or commit infidelity. In¬ 
deed, many people without 
this genotype still have 
one-night stands and com¬ 
mit infidelity,” Garcia said. 
’’The study merely suggests 
that a much higher propor¬ 
tion of those with this ge¬ 
netic type are likely to 
engage in these behaviors.” 


Young women with a 
menopause-like condition 
called primary ovarian insuf¬ 
ficiency should be evaluated 
for depression, a new study 
suggests. 

Women with the condi¬ 
tion, called POI for short, 
stop producing normal 
amounts of reproductive hor¬ 
mones, develop hot flashes, 
typically become infertile 
and, in addition, face an in¬ 
creased risk for depression. 
POI can develop as early as 
the teens or 20s, according to 
the researchers, from the U.S. 
National Institutes of Health. 

The investigators evalu¬ 
ated 174 women with POI 
and found that 67 percent ei¬ 
ther currently had depression 
or had been clinically de¬ 
pressed at least once in the 
past. That rate is more than 
twice the rate found among 
women in general, the re¬ 
searchers noted. 

The finding was released 
online in advance of publica¬ 
tion in an upcoming print 
issue of the Journal of Clini¬ 
cal Endocrinology and Me¬ 
tabolism. 

Just why depression seems 
more prevalent among 


women with POI, however, 
remains unclear. The theory 
that learning of a POI diagno¬ 
sis is what triggered depres¬ 
sion in most women with the 
condition was not supported 
by the study, which found that 
more than 68 percent of the 
women became depressed be¬ 
fore they were diagnosed. 

What doctors should do, 
however, was made clear by 
the study, according to one of 
the study’s senior authors, Dr. 
Lawrence M. Nelson, head of 
integrative and reproductive 
medicine at the U.S. National 
Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development. 

’’Because of the strong as¬ 
sociation with depression, 
our results indicate all 
women diagnosed with POI 
should be thoroughly evalu¬ 
ated for depression,” Nelson 
said in an NIH news release. 

’’Simply asking patients if 
they are depressed is not suf¬ 
ficient,” he added. ’’Primary 
care physicians should eval¬ 
uate their patients with a di¬ 
agnostic screening test to 
determine if treatment or re¬ 
ferral to a mental health spe¬ 
cialist for further evaluation 
is needed.”

The Asthma and Allergy Foundation of America (AAFA) 
and the American Academy of Allergy, Asthma and Immunol¬ 
ogy (AAAAI) offer these suggestions for keeping mold growth 
in your home under control: 

* Keep the indoor humidity level at less than 40 percent. 
A hygrometer can help you monitor indoor humidity. A de¬ 
humidifier and/or air conditioner may be needed, especially 
in damp areas of the home. 

* Fix the source of any water leaks that allow mold spores 
to grow on windowsills or in refrigerator drip pans. 

* Identify areas where molds and mildew reside on hard 
surfaces, and clean these areas with a bleach-based product. 

* Make sure your home has adequate ventilation. Use ex¬ 
haust fans in the kitchen and bathroom, and ventilate clothes 
dryers to the outside. 

* Clean your shower curtain frequently. 

^Minimize the number of live indoor plants. 

* Keep windows closed, if possible. 

* Do not carpet bathrooms and basements, especially if 
there are mildew problems in these rooms.

The Central Bank of Aruba announces 
its monetary policy for December 2010 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
meeting of its Monetary Policy 
Committee (MPC)2 of No¬ 
vember 25, 2010, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cluded that the current reserve 
requirement rate of 11 percent 
is appropriate. 

Nevertheless, the MPC is 
keeping a close watch on the 
level of the net foreign assets, 
which recorded a 3.1 decrease 
in the first ten months of 2010 
in comparison to the level 
recorded at the end of 2009. 
Despite the levels currently 
standing well above what the 


CBA considers adequate, a 
downward trend has been ob¬ 
served since July 2010, which 
is of some concern considering 
the importance of maintaining 
a strong net foreign assets po¬ 
sition. 

Furthermore, economic ac¬ 
tivities are projected to contract 
by 3.7 percent in real terms in 
2010. The banking sector credit 
growth remains modest, as ag¬ 
gregate outstanding credit at 
the commercial banks, exclud¬ 
ing purchases of government 
bonds, grew by 1.4 percent in 
the first ten months of 2010. 


The latter is indicative of lim¬ 
ited activity in the domestic 
credit market. The 12-month 
average inflation rate remains 
within an acceptable range, and 
is forecasted to reach 2.4 per¬ 
cent in 2010. 

All in all, the CBA will con¬ 
tinue to closely monitor the de¬ 
velopments in the economic 
and monetary fundamentals, in 
particular with respect to the 
downward trend in the net for¬ 
eign assets. 

The next meeting of the 
MPC is scheduled for Decem¬ 
ber 23,2010.

PARIS, France (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank head Jean- 
Claude Trichet rose to the 
defense of the euro yesterday, 
describing it as a ’’credible” 
currency that was not in crisis 
while calling on EU leaders 
to increase rescue funds. 

”1 think that we have to 
see that we have a currency 
that is credible,” Trichet told 
RTL radio a day after the 
ECB backed an extension of 
special measures to tackle eu¬ 
rozone debt pressures. 

’’There is no crisis for the 
euro as a currency... We have 
problems of financial instabi¬ 
lity that are the result of 
budget crises in certain Euro¬ 
pean countries,” he said. 

His comments were later 
echoed by Jean-Claude 
Juncker, who heads the Eu¬ 
rogroup of eurozone finance 
ministers. 

’’The euro will survive” 
the turbulence due to the 
Greek and Irish crises, 
Juncker said in a speech in 
Berlin. 

”It is dangerous gibberish 
to say that the euro is threat¬ 
ened,” he said, adding that 
without the single currency 
the eurozone would have 
’’sunk into economic and fi¬ 
nancial chaos.” 

Trichet also urged EU 
leaders to increase the 440- 
billion-euro (590-billion-dol- 
lar) Euro- pean Financial 
Stability Facility (EFSF) set 
up in May as part of a debt 
bailout for Greece and which 
will be tapped as part of Ire¬ 
land’s rescue package agreed 


at last weekend. 

The ECB 
wanted member 
states to take ac¬ 
tion necessary to 
ensure that they 
were up to the 
challenges ahead, 

Trichet said at a 
later news confer¬ 
ence, pointing to 
budget and struc¬ 
tural policies in 
addition to the res¬ 
cue fund. 

It was very im¬ 
portant to be as effective as 
possible, especially on ’’the 
issue of quantity,” the ECB 
chief replied when asked if 
the amount of the EFSF 
should be increased. 

A number of analysts have 
questioned whether the EU 
would have enough funds if it 
was forced to bail out both 
Portugal and Spain, which 
have both come under intense 
pressure on the market since 
Ireland and Greece were res¬ 
cued. 

The ECB on Thursday left 
its key interest rate at a record

Philippine bishop accuses Santa of stealing Christmas 


MANILA, The Philippines 
(AFP) - A senior statesman 
of the Philippines' dominant 
Catholic church has accused 
Santa Claus of stealing the 
true spirit of Christmas, 
which he said is deteriorating 
into a shopping frenzy. 

In comments published by 
a Roman Catholic website 
yesterday, Teodoro Bacani, a 
newly retired Manila bishop, 
said Santa Claus now had too 
much appeal in the Philip¬ 
pines, where eight in 10 peo¬ 
ple are baptised Catholics. 

"Santa Claus helps pro¬ 
mote consumerism because he 
is the symbol of shopping and 


gift-giving. Christ symbolizes 
the sacrifice of life for man. 
But Santa has more commer¬ 
cial draw," Bacani said. 

Bacani lamented that sta¬ 
tues and images of Santa 
Claus were now displayed 
prominently across the 
Philippines while the tradi¬ 
tional Christian symbol of the 
creche denoting the birth of 
Jesus was disappearing. 

Filipinos should remem¬ 
ber that Christmas is meant to 
celebrate the birth of Jesus, 
said Bacani, a former close 
confidant of the late Philip¬ 
pine leader and democracy 
icon Corazon Aquino. 


"Let us keep Christ at 
Christmas. Let us project 
Christ at Christmas," he said 
in comments carried by the 
Catholic Bishops Conference 
of the Philippines website. 

“Si Santa Claus nakakatu- 
long yan sa consumerism. Si 
Santa kasi ay symbol ng pag- 
bili at pagregalo. Si Christ ay 
simbolo ng pag-aalay ng 
buhay para sa kapwa tao. E 
mas mabili si Santa para sa 
commercial,” Bacani said. 

It said the comments were 
originally made in an inter¬ 
view with the Manila 
Catholic radio station, Veri¬ 
tas.

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Stolen Degas painting to be 
sent home to France 



NEW YORK (AFP) - An 
Edgar Degas painting stolen 
nearly 30 years ago from a mu¬ 
seum in France will be re¬ 
turned by the US government, 
which recovered the rare art¬ 
work shortly before it was to 
be sold at auction, officials 
said. 

The painting, "Blanchi- 
sseuses souffrant des dents," 
was stolen from a French mu¬ 
seum in 1973 and resurfaced 
recently when investigators 
discovered that it was set for 
auction at Sothesby's in New 
York. 

Degas’ Impressionist por¬ 
trait of a laundrywoman hold¬ 
ing her face in pain from an 
aching tooth was stolen in De¬ 
cember 1973 from the Malraux 
Museum in Le Havre, Nor¬ 
mandy. 

The artwork, painted by 


Degas between 1870-72, had 
been on loan from the Paris 
government to the museum, 
which was destroyed in World 
War II, in honor of its recon¬ 
struction. 

The Sothesby catalogue for 
the November 3, 2010 auction 
had estimated the painting’s 
sale price to be between 
350,000 dollars and 450,000 
dollars. 

"The return of this master¬ 
piece to the French govern¬ 
ment reflects our commitment 
to ensure the return of stolen 
artwork and cultural patri¬ 
mony," said Loretta Lynch, US 
Attorney for the Eastern Dis¬ 
trict of New York, in a state¬ 
ment. 

Lynch said Sothesby’s 
promptly cooperated with law 
enforcement and pulled the 
piece from the auction block 
once it learned that it had a 
purloined artwork in its pos¬ 
session. 

US customs officials and 
authorities from INTERPOL 
were also involved in the re¬ 
covery of the painting, officials 
said. 
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Michael Douglas feels 'stronger 


every day' 

LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Veteran Hollywood 
star Michael Douglas says he 
feels stronger every day after 
cancer treatment he described 
as "hell," in comments pub¬ 
lished Thursday. 

But the 66-year-old actor, 
who was diagnosed with throat 
cancer in August, must wait for 
a Positron Emission Tomogra¬ 
phy (PET) scan in January to 
see whether the walnut-sized 
tumor has been succesfully 
eradicated. 

"I’m five weeks out after 
treatment and starting to get 
my energy back. They warn 
you that even when you stop, 
the next few weeks you're still 
getting knocked out by the ra¬ 
diation, so it's a slow recov¬ 
ery," the two-time Oscar 
winner told the LA Times. 

"I wouldn't wish it on my 
worst enemy," he added. "It's a 
haul. But I'm feeling hopeful 
and just trying to get my en¬ 
ergy back. That's the biggest 
problem." 

Douglas only revealed his 
diagnosis when he returned to 
the United States from a family 
holiday. In September, he said 
he was in stage-four cancer but 



with an 80-percent chance of 
beating it. 

Douglas's wife, Welsh-born 
actress Catherine Zeta-Jones, 
voiced anger at the time that 
doctors had not diagnosed the 
cancer sooner, thus reducing 
his chances of beating the dis¬ 
ease. 

In a separate interview with 
People magazine, Douglas ad¬ 
mitted the eight-week course 
of chemotherapy and radio 
therapy treatment had been 
gruelling. 

"The first four weeks after 
treatment were hell. That was 
the worst part," said the actor, 
who lost 20 pounds (nine kilo¬ 
grams) and battled fatigue. 

But now, he said: "I feel 


stronger every day. But it's a 
long way back," adding that he 
and his wife "are very happy 
and thankful with the way 
things are going." 

The veteran actor, son of 
Hollywood icon Kirk Douglas, 
told the LA Times he felt 
"well" but added: "I really 
won't know the results until 
January, when I'll get my first 
PET scan. That will tell me if 
I'm completely rid of it or not. 

"It looks highly unlikely 
that I'll have to have surgery," 
he added. 

Douglas is already prepar¬ 
ing for his next movie, the title 
role of a biopic of flamboyant 
entertainer Liberace, and 
hopes to promote his latest 
films "Wall Street: Money 
Never Sleeps" and "Solitary 
Man" for the Academy Awards 
in February. 

But he had some scathing 
comments on the state of the 
movie industry. 

"The business has gotten 
nasty... it's tough. Before, you 
always felt there was a little 
balance between art and com¬ 
merce, it kind of kept things 
going. Now it's strictly com¬ 
merce. It's all commerce."

BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - A 
clairvoyant sued a client for 
7,000 euros (9,200 dollars) in 
unpaid fees in Germany's high¬ 
est court yesterday on top of 
35,000 euros he had already 
handed over.

CLEVELAND (AFP) - With 
an emotional return to Cleve¬ 
land finally behind him, a tri¬ 
umphant LeBron James is 
ready to move on and try to 
deliver on some of the stellar 
expectations of his new club, 
the Miami Heat. 

Former Cavaliers hero 
James scored a season-high 
38 points, 24 of them in the 
third quarter, and silenced a 
booing crowd of 20,000 
Cleveland fans by helping the 
Heat rout the Cavaliers 118- 
90 on Thursday. 

"It's a basketball game," 
James said. "I don't hold any 
grudges. They came out to 
support their team. I have the 
utmost respect for these fans. 
It's nothing personal from 
myself to these fans. It won't 
be. Ever. 

"I’m moving on and I'm 
happy in the position I'm in." 

Cavaliers fans might fi¬ 
nally have a measure of clo¬ 
sure as well after waiting five 
weeks into the season for a 
visit by James, the playmaker 
who left last July for Miami 
after seven seasons in Cleve¬ 
land saying he thought the 
Heat, now 12-8, offered a 
better chance for him to win 
a championship. 

Two-time NBA Most 
Valuable Player James was 
glad to look ahead to today's 
game against Atlanta. Against 
teams with winning records 
such as the Hawks, the Heat 
are a modest 4-6, far from 
what was expected when 
James joined Chris Bosh 
alongside star guard Dwyane 
Wade in Miami. 

"We know we haven't 
played up to par against some 


of the best," James said. 
"We're going to try to keep 
this momentum going." 

Fans with taunting signs 
such as "You left your talents 
in Cleveland" or "LeBum" 
only spurred the Heat to fin¬ 
ish off the Cavaliers that 
much faster, a crowd that had 
booed James' every touch of 
the ball quieting as the home 
team's deficit grew. 

"One thing we preach a lot 
about in Miami is family," 
Wade said. "This is our 
brother." 

In a city that has not 
known a major team sports 
champion since 1964, fans at¬ 
tached their dreams to "King 
James" only to have them 
shattered when he departed, 
fans even burning his jerseys.

NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Mets closing relief 
pitcher Francisco Rodriguez 
pleaded guilty to attempted 
assault charges on Friday in a 
plea deal that will ensure the 
Venezuelan serves no jail 
time and is not deported. 

The agreement with pros¬ 
ecutors settles charges that 
Rodriguez attacked his girl¬ 
friend's father last season at 
the Major Feague Baseball 
club's stadium but requires 
the hurler to attend one year 
of anger management coun¬ 
seling. 

Rodriguez, 28, had been 
charged with assault, accused 
of grabbing Carlos Pena and 
punching him in the face 
after an August 11 game.

"We 
are encouraged that he will 
continue to undergo therapy 
and is committed to taking 
steps to improve himself." 


Pacquiao ready to make a 
birthday 'hit list' 



FAS VEGAS, Nevada 
(AFP) - Manny Pacquiao 
will meet with trainer Fred- 
ddie Roach and promoter 
Bob Arum in two weeks for 
his 32nd birthday party and 
ponder a trio of possible fu¬ 
ture foes who are not Floyd 
Mayweather Jnr. 

Arum said that the Fil¬ 
ipino superstar will fight 
next on April 16 in Fas 
Vegas, his first bout there 
since November of last 
year, against a foe to be de¬ 
termined. 

Fans have longed to see 
Pacquiao, 52-3 with two 
drawn and 38 knockouts, in 
a showdown with unbeaten 
American Mayweather, 41- 
0 with 25 knockouts. But the 
US boxer faces a January ar¬ 
raignment over a dispute 
with an ex-girlfriend. 

With a Mayweather deal 
unlikely, Arum said Pacquiao 
will decide if he wants to 
fight Mexico's Juan Manuel 
Marquez for a third time or 
face either US veteran Shane 


Mosley or unbeaten US wel¬ 
terweight Andre Berto. 

"Pac-Man", Roach and 
Arum will gather in the 
Philippines for Pacquiao's 
birthday bash on December 
17 and consider the matter, 
with the fighter and Filipino 
Congressman having the 
final say. 

For his part, Arum would 


like the name recognition 
value offered by a fight 
against Mosley, 46-6 with 
one draw and 39 knockouts. 

But Mosley, 39, was 
overwhelmed by May¬ 
weather in a unanimous de¬ 
cision loss last May and 
struggled to a draw against 
countryman Sergio Mora 
last September. 

Berto, 27, has less of a 
following but at 27-0 with 
20 knockouts could offer 
the most compelling fight. 

Completing a trilogy 
against Marquez could be 
enticing after Pacquiao set¬ 
tled for a draw in their 2004 
meetng and won by split 
decision in 2008. Marquez 
also lost to Mayweather but 
has defended his lightweight 
title twice since. 

But a Marquez fight 
would mean a deal coming 
together between bitter rival 
promoters Arum and Richard 
Schaefer, also on opposite 
sides in failed Mayweather 
talks.

devoted Cubs fans. 

"My siblings and I first 
knew Ron Santo as fans, lis¬ 
tening to him in the broadcast 
booth,” Cubs chairman Tom 
Ricketts said in a statement. 
"We knew him for his pas¬ 
sion, his loyalty, his great per¬ 
sonal courage and his 
tremendous sense of humor. 

"Ronnie will forever be in 
the hearts and souls of Cubs 
fans.” 

Santo played for the Cubs 
from 1960 through 1972 and 
spent the 1974 season with the 
cross-town rival White Sox.
